The line will be operated on a basis 


to make water rates 15 per cent lower 
on food product shipments and 20 per 
cent on agricultural supplies, a letter 
received by Traffic Chief H. Y. Tay- 
lor of the Chamber of Commerce and 
Shipping today from President S. W. 
Clark of the company declared.* 


The steamship tine president adds 


he will be in Port Arthur in person 
next October 15,' when he witt con- 
fer with shipping interests'and make 
a complete inspection of the port. Com- 
munication from Clark today was the 
first since an exhaustive report set- 
ting out Port Arthur's facilities, and 
treated from the standjwint of freight 
a»d ocean rates, tras mailed by Taylor 
a month ago. 


The new line will make Port Arthur 


the only port of call in the Sabine dis- 
trict. Its headquarters is at Wash- 
ington. Clark in -his letter says one 


of the .ronlei of his line will run from 
New- York* to Port " Arthur. 
From 


Port Arthur another route to the West 
Indies and Santo Domingo is sched- 
uled. 


"Port Arthur, Texas, will b« one 


of our largest ports," Clark says in 
his letter to Taylor. 
The- fact this 


city will be the terminal of the route 
leading from New York and the load- 
ing place for another leading to the 
West Indies, is the basis upon which 
the steamship line head makes his pre- 
diction. 


Clark's letter states his company is 


already operating a fleet on the Great 


Lakes via the St. Lawrence river, 
bringing supplies direct from Europe 
•without transfer of cargo. This is 
being done on the wholesale reduction 
basis on agricultural and 
foodstuff 


rates by which the company is making 
its reputation. 


The potentialities of the company 


proposing to come here are far greater 
than the Transmarine's, Taylor said. 
A committee to confer with the steam* 
ship head when he arrives here in Oc- 
tober will be appointed and a great 
amount of shipping data assembled in 
the meantime, chamber officials said.
